United States. 
It does not take n profound stu ­ 
dent o f international po lities to see 
that the situatio n is not alto g ether 
alluring from tin* standpoint o f the 
United States and that it behooves 
us to be particularly careful

sort o f po litical arrang ements

people o f the United States enter in­ 
to throug h their g overnment, 
with 
the g rovernmeiits o f Euro|*e.
